BARUNEI JAMBOREE 


Gada Khurda enriched with unique 
historical importance, was once the military 
nervecentre aginst the British Rule. The first 
military resistance against the colonial regime, 
called as "Paika Bidroh" (Rebellion of the 
Paikas,) well-trained in Martial Art" under the 
valiant leadership of Buxi Jagabandhu in 1817 
was kicked off from Khurda. With it's century 
old history of struggle and resistance Khurda 
was the last fort of the King (Gajapati as he was 
named) that had contributed immensely for the 
freedom of Orissa, to end the subjugation and 
exploitation of the imperialistic forces. Barunei, 
near Khurda had the Gajapati's place. In the 
year 1661 the Moghuls camped at the foothills 
of Barunei (the persent Jamboree site) and 
defeated the King Mukundadev the first and 
conquered the Khurda Fort. On the hillock the 
famour temple of Goddess Barunei is situated. 
The last freedom fort, Khurda was captured by 
the British in the year 1804. A separate district 
under the state administration, Khurda presents 
manifold exposure in the field of agriculture, 
industry, commerce and artistic efforts. 
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THE LOGO 


Every Jamboree has its own speciality. For 
each jamboree a logo is designed, showing the 
culture of the region where the jamboree is held. 
XI| National Jamboree at Palghat, Kerala, had a 
‘Shankh' in its logo, whereas the logo of the 
first jamboree, (which was held in Hyderabad) 


depicted 'Charminar'. 


In the logo of the present jamboree, the 
top part depicts the eyes of the Lord Jagannath, 
with the ‘tilak' at the forehead. Towards the left 
is the famous Wheel, of the Sun Temple at 
Konark.The Sun Temple is in the form of a 
chariot with wheels. The top of the Jagannath 
Temple at Puri, with the flag is shown at the 
right. The bottom of the logo shows the sun 
rising from the waters of the Bay of Bengal. The 
sun is seen radiating light and energy. In the 
same way we can spread happiness and 
knowledge to the world through Scouting and 
Guideing. The moving waters of the sea 
symbolise the dynamic nature of the Scout-Guide

as Coordinator to implement the plan drawn up 
for this event. Various Govt. Deptt. have been 
entrusted with responsibilities of organising the 
physical infrastructure. The departments 
associated with organisation of this event are 
school and mass education, Higher Education, 
Housing and Urban development, Works 
Tourism, Sports and Culture, Information and 
Public Relation, Energy, Water resources, 
Finance, Home, Revenue & Excise, South 
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Eastern Railway, Post & Telegraph, Telecome, 
Uco Bank have contributed their mite to make 
this Jamboree a success.

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Introduction : 


lt hardly needs any em[hasis that Jamboree is 
a grand event in the life of a Scout and Guide. Many 
people, who are not much conversant with the World 
of Scouting/Guiding, ask : " What is the Jambore 
about ?" A Jamboree is an international or a National 
gathering of Guides and Scouts who assemble in 
their thousands in one place and live together as one 
big happy family for 4-5 days. It is here that old 
friendships are revived and new ones are built up. 
It is also a unique place where most of the joyful 
and adventurous activities of cognitive, conative and 
affective nature take place. Jamborees are held at 
the World Level and country level. 


Jamborees during pre-independence era: 


Although the first All India National Jamboree of 
the Bharat Scouts & Guides was held in 1953, the 
history of the Jamboree in India is older than that. 
It is due to the simple fact the Scouting/Guiding was 
in existence in India prior to the formation of the 
Bharat Scouts & Guides as a result of merger of the 
various Scout Associations in 1950 and that of Guide 
Associations in 1951. 

_ The first All-India Jamboree was held in 1927 in 
an open Maidan of Worli in Bombay. This place is 
even now popularly known as the Jamboree Maidan. 
Dr. (Mrs.) Annie Besant was the moving spirit be- 
hind this Jamboree. The next All India Jamboree was 
held in Delhi in 1937. The star attraction of this 
Jamboree was Lord Baden Powell-the founder of the 
Movement. The then Viceroy of India inaugurated the 
Jamboree. Evidently, the Jambiorees were held very 
enthusiastically during the pre-independence period. 
But the Jamborees have been a regular triennial 
affair after the Bharat Scouts & Guides came into 
existence on November 7, 1950. A brief account of 
each Jamboree is given below. 


TO JAMBOREE

First All India Jamboree (1953) at 
Secunderabad : 


As stated earlier the one unified and national 
organisation of boys and girls came into existence 
during the post-independence era. The first All India 
National Jamboree of the Bharat Scouts & Guides 
was held in 1953 at Secunderabad on the spacious 
lawns of the Race Course where nearly 6000 Scouts 
and Guides assembled. The Late Pandit Shri Ram 
Bajpai was the moving spirit in having. It organised 
with the assistance of the Andhra Pradesh State 
Bharat Scouts & Guides. The opening ceremony was 
performed by the Late Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, who 
was so much loved by the children, on 27th Decem- 
ber 1953. It was all gaiety during the Jamboree and 
the Scouts and Guides were busy in various types 
of competitions and adventures. 


Second All India Jamboree (1956) at Jaipur : 


Over 11,000 Scouts & Guides gathered together 
at the rose pink city (Jaipur) of India under canvas in 
a huge camp extending over two and a half square 
miles at Bani Park. There were several sub-camps 
named after great leaders, such as Malaviya Nagar, 
Baden Powell Nagar, Gandhi Nagar, Bajpai Nagar, 
Annie Besant Nagar and Sarojini Nagar. The Jambroee 
was inaugurated by the Governor of Rajasthan, Sardar 
Gurmukh Nihal Singh on 27th December. All the 
Scouts and Guides marched through the main streets 
of Jaipur. Dr. Kailash Nath Katju, the then Union 
Defence Minister, addressed the closing ceremony. 
Several competitions took place on all the days. The 
participants carried sweet memories with them. 


Third All India Jamboree (1960) at Bangalore : 


The third Jamboree was held in the heart of the 
city, The venue was known as Sadasiva Nagar but 
the place was named ‘Bapuji Nagar’. Fifteen different 
States with about 11,000 participants took part in this 
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Jamboree. Apart from the host contingen 
Maharashtra contingent was the biggest with 900 
Scouts and Guides. Bapuji Nagar was spread over 
300 acres of land, studded with fruit trees and plants. 
The roads were.named after great leaders of the 
movement. The Maharaja of Mysore inaugurated the 
Jamboree on 27th December at 4.30 p.m. Lady Baden 
Powell, Chief Guide of the World, graced the opening 
ceremony with her presence. It may be mentioned 
that the first Scout Troop in India was started in 
Bangalore during the first decade of the century. The 
Scouts and Guides tried to understand each other 
and were helpful to each other. Punjab State was 
declared to be the best in Inter State visits. Lady 
Baden Powell addressed the conference of 
Commissioners and Scouters/Guiders. The closing 
ceremony took place on 31st December. 


Fourth All India Jamboree (1964) Allahabad : 


The Jamboree was held at the confluence of three 
famous rivers of India. The place was known as Prayag 
Kumbh Mela Ground at Triveni Sangam and was 
named as ‘Jawaharpuri'. About 12,000 participants 
came to this Jamboree. The Jamboree was divided 
into two wings, viz, Anand Nagar (Scout wing) with 8 
Sub Camps and Shakti Nagar (Guide wing) with 4 
sub camps. The then Chief Minister of Uttar Pradesh, 
Mrs. Sucheta Kriplani Inaugurated the Jamboree on 
27th December. 

There was a big tower in the arena to control the 
crowd and to conduct all activities in the arena. The 
Scouts/Guides and their leaders were busy for whole 
of the duration in various programmes, such as sight 
seeing, inter-state standard judging tests competitions 
etc. Scouters and Patrol Leaders Conference was 
inaugurated by Mrs. Vijay Laxmi Pandit on 29th 
December. The closing ceremony was performed by 
the Governor of Uttar Pradesh on 31st December 
1964. This Jamboree was known as Sangam 
Jamboree. The Taj Mahal Model was given as the 
memento to every participant by Mrs. Laxmi 
Mazumdar, the then National Commissioner. 


Fifth All India Jamboree - 1967 (Kalyani): 


The fifth all India Jamboree was held at Bidhan 
Nagar, Kalyani, 32 Kilometers from the main city of 
Calcutta. | was held from 27th December to 31st 
December 1967. This Jamboree coincided with the 
Diamond Jubilee year of World Scouting. The opening 


ceremony was performed by Late Shri Morarji Desai, 
the then Dy. Prime Minister of India on 27th December. 
Nearly 20,000 Scouts & Guides participated with the 
largest contingent of 3000 from the host state, West 
Bengal, and the smallest contingent of 19 Scouts from 
Manipur. Nepal was the highest overseas contingent 
with 100 Scouts and Guides whereas Kenya and 
Uganda had the smallest with one each. The area 
was divided into 12 Sub-camps, each named after 
great personalities. Similarly the roads, dividing the 
sub-camps, were named after known personalities in 
scouting such as Pickford, Annie Besant and Baren 
Basu. The programme included exhibition, dances, 
International Day and other normal activities. Dr. Zakir 
Hussain, the then President of India, addressed the 
closing ceremony when the Rally of the President's 
Scouts & Guides was also held. 


Sixth all India Jamboree (1970) - Bombay : 


The sixth Jamboree was held at Aarey Milk Colony 
in Goregaon, Bombay from December 27 to December 
31, 1970. Many interesting activities were organised 
during this Jamboree. This event coincided with the 
Diamond Jubilee of the Guides Movement. The Indian 
Posts and Telegraph Department brought out a special 
stamp on the occasion. The Jamboree was 
inaugurated by Shri V.K.R.V. Rao, the then Education 
Minister. About 16,000 Scouts & Guides participated 
in this Jamboree. The grand camp fire was 
inaugurated by well-known cine-star Late Mrs. Nargis 
Dutt, Lazlo Nagy, the then Secretary General, WOSM, 
was present in the Jamboree. He bestowed Mrs. 
Lakshmi Mazumdar the then National Commissioner, 
with ‘Bronze Wolf’ award. | 


Seventh All India Jamboree (1974) - Faridabad : 


This Jamboree was held at Faridabad (Haryana). 
There was a long ranging programme for this 
Jamboree. It consisted of a march past on the 
inaugural and the closing days and route march in 
Faridabad and Delhi on one day. More than 35 states 
and many countries from abroad participated in this 
Jamboree with 18000 Scouts & Guides. The then 
Prime Minister of India, Late Mrs. Indira Gandhi, 
Inaugurated the Jamboree. : 

The then President of India late Mr. Fakhrudin Ali 
Ahmed blessed the participants during the closing 
ceremony. 
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8th ALL INDIA JAMBOREE (1979) - MADRAS: ee 


The Jamboree was held in Maraimalai Nagar in 
Madras, Tamilnadu during January 18 to 22, 1979. 
The then Prime Minister of India Late Morarji Desai 
inaugurated this Jamboree and the closing ceremony 
was presided over by the then Chief Minister of 
Tamilnadu, late Mr. M.G. Ramachandran. It is reported 
that 20,000 Scouts & Guides from all parts of the 
country participated in the Jamboree. As usual a 
Jamboree song was composed for this 8th Jamboree. 
It was in Tamil which runs as follows :

The organisers made it the Commemorative 
Jamboree with the contribution of 60 years of Scouting 
and Guiding for Indian boys and girls. 


9th ALL INDIA JAMBOREE (1982) - BODH GAYA : 


The Jamboree was organised on the campus of 
Magadh University in Bodh Gaya from December 27 
to 31, 1982. This Jamboree was inaugurated by Mr. 
Pranab Mukherjee the then Finance Minister. Dr. 
JaganNath Mishra the then Chief Minister of Bihar 
presided over the closing ceremony. It is learnt that 
about 25000 Scouts and Guides participated in this 
Jamboree. 


10th ALL INDIA JAMBOREE 
(1986) - BANGALORE: 


This Jamboree was held at Palace Ground, 
Bangalore from January 3 to 9, 1986. Sh. S.B. Chavan 
the then Home Minister of India inaugurated the 
Jamboree. Late Sh. Rajiv Gandhi, Prime Minister of 
India, visited the Jamboree on the 6th January, 1986 
and and given a warm welcome by all the Scouts and 
Guides. It was here that the then Prime Minister of 
India announced a grant of Rs. One Crore to Bharat 
Scouts & Guides for the promotion of their activities. 
In this Jamboree many stalwarts from different parts 
of the world participated, notably Dr. Laszlo Nagy, 
Secretary General, World Scout Bureau, and Justice 
Jahural Haq, the then National Commissioner Scouts, 
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Pakistan were present. It may be mentioned that 

Justice Haq was bestowed with the Silver Elephant 
Award, the highest award of Bharat Scouts & Guides, 

at this Jamboree. The closing ceremony was presided 

over by Mr. A.N. Bannerjee the then Governor of - 
Karnataka. About 20000 Scouts and Guides 

participated in this Jamboree. 


11th ALL INDIA JAMBOREE (1990) BHOPAL: 


Bhopal Madhya Pradesh was the venue for the 
11th all India Jamboree where it was held from January 
2 to 9, 1990. About 25000 Scouts and Guides 
participated in this Jamboree. It was inaugurated by 
Mr. Shyama Charan Shukla the then Chief Minister 
of Madhya Pradesh. 


12th NATIONAL JAMBOREE 
(1995) - PALAKKAD : 


This Jamboree was conducted at Dr. Annie Besant 
Nagar at Kanjikode, Dist. of Kerala State. Sh. S.B. 
Chavan, President of Bharat Scouts & Guides 
presided over the inaugural ceremony. It was 
inaugurated by Sh. K. Karunakaran the then Chief 
Minister of Kerala. The Jamboree was spread in an 
area of 500 acres. There were many kinds of 
competitive events during this Jamboree. The theme 
of the Jamboree was "SAVE NATURE PAVE 
FUTURE". Interestingly, most of the Jamboree 
activities were based on the theme. Many dignitaries 
from different corners of the country attended the 
Jamboree. Sh. PV. Narsimha Rao the then Prime 
Minister of India blessed the participants on the 9th 
January, 1995. The Jamboree was a splendid event. 
As many as 16,926 participants from 37 states of 
India and 123 participants from overseas countries 
attended this Jamboree. The Jamboree song was also 
prepared which runs as under :-

Besides the above, the Bharat Scouts & Guides 

have had the privilege of organising the 10th Asia 
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Pacific Jamboree which was held at Himayat Nagar, 


Hyderabad, Andhra Pradesh from 3 to 10 January, 
1987. It was for the first time that a Jamboree of A.P. 
Region was hosted by India. This Jamboree covered 
an area of about 100 acres of land. Late Gyani Zail 
Singh, the then President of India inaugurated the 
Jamboree on 4th January, 1987 and late Mr.N.T. Rama 
Rao, the then Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh, 
presided over the closing ceremony on 9th January, 
1987 Miss. Alen Clerk the Director of the WAGGGS 
also visited the Jamboree. It is learnt that about 
20,000 Scouts & Guides from India and other countries 
of A.P. Region visited this event. 

Besides the above; Jamboree on the Air (JOTA) 
is organised every year in India since 1958 in the 
month of October. Scouts and Guides from most of 
the countries contact each other on HAM and make 
friendships and exchange ideas. 


3rd SAARC & 13th NATIONAL JAMBOREE 
DURING 4-9 JAN., 1998 : 


The 3rd SAARC & 13th National Jamboree, the 
last Jamboree of the century, with the theme "Marching 
Together" was orgaised by the Bharat Scouts & Guides 
at Barunei, Khurda (Orissa) from 4-9 January, 1998. 
As many as 25000 Scouts/Guides from 40 State 
Associations and 550 participants from many 
overseas countries including Nepal, Bangladesh, Sri 
Lanka, Malaysia, etc. and the overseas District 
Muscat congregated in this great event. Nepal senta 
very big contigent consisting of 465 participants. 
Bangladesh sent a good contingent. All the necessary 
arrangements for observing Ramzan were made to 
facilitate effective participation of all the Muslim 
brothers. 

Many new adventure activities were organised in 
the lap of nature which were liked by the young 
Scouts/Guides and Rovers/Rangers. This time as 
many as 51 activities (34 individual participation and 
17 group activities) were introduced in the Jamboree. 
Water based activities and Para sailing were the new 
features. Jamboree award activities were divided into 
5 groups, i.e., Group A - Challenge Valley, Group B - 
Offsite; Group C - Fun bases; Group D - Intellectual 
skill activities; and Group E - Golden Jubilee 
Friendship Game. Rover Moot and Ranger Meet, 
Patrol-in-Council, Youth Forum and the HWB Meet 
were some of the special activities of the Jamboree. 
State Days were celebrated with gaiety and 
enthusiasm. Exhibition and Pageant Show were other 
attractions. 


The new BS & G calendar was released for the 
first time. Jamboree Patrika, first day cover and Geet 
Cassette were also released during the inaugural 
ceremony. Mr. Yoshida, a stalwart of the Movement 
from Japan, visited the Jamboree. Awards such as 
National Commissioner's Flag, Chief Commissioner 
(S) Shield and Chief Commissioner (G) Shield were 
introduced for the first time. National Commissioner's 
Flag was for the total best performance and this was 
presented to the Rajasthan State Bharat Scouts & 
Guides. Chief Commissioner (S) Shield was awarded 
to Kendriya Vidyalaya sangathan (Scout Wing) and 
chief Commissioner (G) Shield went to Rajasthan 
(Guide Wing). Needless to say the organisation and 
layout of the Jamboree was just superb and, no 
wonder, it was appreciated by one and all. 

Shri J.B. Patnaik, Chief Minister, Orissa and Shri 
B.K. Biswal, Dy. Chief Minister, Orissa were some of 
the dignitaries who visited the Jamboree. Despite his 
busy schedule Shri J.B. Patnaik, Chief Minister, Orissa 
took interest in the organisational matters pertaining 
to Jamboree. Shri B.K. Biswal, Dy. Chief Minister, 
Orissa and President Orissa State Bharat Scouts & 
Guides, who is also the Vice President, Bharat Scouts

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PARASAILING 


IN JAMBOREE 1998 


An excellent aero sport, parasailing is one of the 
cheapest and the safest of all. Aero sport permit man 
to fly through the air. The thrill of conquering an el- 
ement, totally foreign to what we haman beings are 
normally used to, is unbeatable. Powered flying, Glid- 
ing, Hanggliding, Parachuting, etc. belong to the 
‘family’ of parasailing. 


Unlike other aerial sports including powered fly- 
ing, hangliding or gliding, where once you are off the 
ground, the sportsman is on his own; but in 
parasailing, the take off flight and descent of the 
sportsman can be controlled from the ground. It is 
economic and safer than the other aero sports. 


The equipment used for this sport comprises of 
e The ascending parachute or parasail canopy. 
e The harness. 
e The tow rope. 
e The yoke. 
e The prime mover (jeep or motor launch)

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NEW VENTURE 


The parasail is an ascending or lifting parachute 
which may be towed aloft much in the same way as 
a kite. As a speed increases, the wind passing 
through the air slots in the canopy increases in 
Strength and raises the canopy along with the 
sportsman. The height of the parasailist may be 
controlled by controlling the speed of the vehicle. 


The parasailist will normally descend in the same 
position and reverse manner of going aloft. His rate 
of descend will decrease as he nears the grounds, 
if properly controlled by vehicle speed.

At 
the age of 15 to 25 years the activities are to incor- 
porate the older youth into adult society exercising 
the practice of the principle. 

The Rovering or Rangering Programme is not sim- 
ply activities but it contains the element of educa- 
tion, method, structure and style. 

The programme will be success one it the reli- 
gious faith to which one already belongs is fully, 
safeguard. Religion is the ultimate basis of the scout 
training, Religion is a way of life, a continuous at- 
titude towards God in all little matters of every day 
occurance.
